phy Junior High schools.

FAVORS PLAZA PLAN 

“I strongly favor the plaza 
plan,” the mayor said. “It is part 
of the plan to improve the city’s 
traffic problems. But I believe the 
plaza should be built in sections 
divided according to the funds we 
have at hand. I am not in favor 
of beginning immediately the con- 
struction of all the elevated high- 
ways that will connect with the 
plaza.” 

The mayor favors the city issu- 
ing “a reasonable amount of bonds 
to cover the costs of this postwar 
planning. 

“We should have,” he said, 
intelligent chart for the future. “tT 
acn’t believe we should work our- 
selves into hysteria about this 
postwar building to the stage 
where we will have a victory pa- 
rade through the downtown streets 
in the morning and rush work on 
the start of all these postwar proj- 
ects that afternoon.” 

The city, he said, should be 
careful not to try to build beyond 
its financial capacity. 

“No plan,” he insisted, “is worth- 
while if it exceeds our financial 
capacity to pay for it.”

“Those who have money,” he 
said. “must stop erecting high 
buildings, stores, theaters — and 
even churches, without regard for 
the community’s traffic problems 
—or its plan of development. 

“Those who want to invest 
their money in building programs 
should consider more than 
mere erection of the structure they | 
have in mind—be it a theater, or) 
a store, or an office building, or, 
as I have said, even a church.

Georgia Power Company engi- 
neers have started a year’s study 
of Atlanta traffic and transporta- 


tion problems to fit in with a 
postwar program to rid the city 
of all street car tracks as soon 
as new vehicles, and

Trackless trolley and bus opera- 
tion will handle the city’s transit 
problems, Arkwright announced. 
His company plans a two-year 
program of conversion to start at

Power Company plans fit in 
with the postwar building pro- 
gram to be instituted in Atlanta 
—the building of the plaza in 
downtown Atlanta, the creation of 
new traffic arteries through the 
building of new viaducts and the 
extension of streets to residential 
sections, a program designed to 
bring all corners of Atlanta closer 
together. 

Preliminary work in the power 
company program will be done in 
1944, It is hoped, said Arkwright, 
that the war will be far enough 
along to permit an actual start 
of construction not later than the 
beginning of 1946. 

ALL ATLANTANS AFFECTED 

“This is a tangible plan for a 
civic improvement affecting ev- 
eryone in Atlanta,” Mr. Arkwright 
said. “It is a definite commitment 
to the city authorities and to the 
public that the Georgia -Power 
Company will proceed as soon and 
as fast as circumstances permit 
with the modernization program 
that was interrupted by the war. 
As soon as we can get sufficient 
vehicles and materials without 
detriment to the war effort, we 
intend to make up in two years 
for the progress that has been un- 
avoidably delayed during the war. 

“Tt is a program that will aid 
materially in providing employ- 
ment in the period after the peak 
of war production. It will be an 
important factor in relieving the 
city’s traffic congestion problem.

SAVANNAH, Ga., ean 15.—Milk producers serving Savannah have 
obtained from the city government a guararitee of higher wholesale 
prices for the next five days, and in return have postponed their 
scheduled stoppage of deliveries until next Friday. 


The arrangement was worked,— 


out to give time for action on an 
appeal to the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration for permanent mil» 
price increases. 

Should the OPA fail to provide 
relief by then, the city is prepated 
to take over the milk business as 
a part of the city government and 
place in effect the prices which 
the dairymen are asking. 

RETAIL PRICE UNCHANGED 

The city’s temporary guarantee 
of a higher price for the milk will 
not change the retail price of 18 
cents a quart to consumers, accord- 
ing to Ernest Bull, president of 
the distributors’ association. Until 
Thursday, the retail price will be 
unchanged, 

Details of how the city’s guaran- 
tee of a 50 cents per gallon whole- 
sale price would work were not 
divulged. The price, however, rep- 
resents the 10-cent increase the 
producers, have asked for. 

In the absence of a full explana- 
tion of the temporary system, it 
was indicated that the city might 
be offering a subsidy for the brief 
period. 

If the city takes over the dis- 
tribution of milk Friday, the retail 
price will be hiked to 20 cents a 
quart, Mayor Thomas Gamble 
said. 

LOOK TO WASHINGTON 

In a conference among milk 
producers, distributors and city 
councilmen today, the dairymen 
agreed unanimously to postpone 
the scheduled milk strike until 
Georgia legislators, congressmen 
and dairy representatives have an 
opportunity to obtain relief from 
federal agencies. A conference 
has been arranged in Washington 
for Tuesday. 

Bull said the distributors had 


'asked OPA officials for permission 


to pay producers an additional six 
cents a gallon until next Thurs-| 
day. 
a gallon from distributors, 
four cents federal subsidy. 


Although the OPA ceiling on) 


the average type milk sold in Sa- 
vannah is about 42 cents a gallon, 
Mayor Gamble said the city would 
guarantee producers an over-all 
price of 50 cents, including the 


federal subsidy, until the OPA has 


had an opportunity next week to 
provide some relief, 

If no federal relief is offered, 
then the city of Savannah, ‘regard- 
less of OPA regulations, will raise 
the wholesale price to 50 cents a 
gailon and the retail price to 20 
cents a quart. In order to provide 
milk for some 18,000 children and 
ill persons, Gamble asserted, even 
this plan will leave the remainder 
of the city’s 130,000 persons with- 
out milk. 

CITY’S ACTION PLAN 

Under the city’s plan for taking 
over the milk business, four large 
dairies would be designated as 
milk purchasers and the buyers 
would go to these milk depots. No 
deliveries would be made. Whole- 
sale milk purchases would be 
made from the city treasury, and 
the proceeds from retail sales 


would go into the city treasury.

They also said it would 
allow Georgia’s representatives a 
chance to ask OPA aid without 
the embarrassment of a strike. 
DON’T WISH STRIKE 

“We are embarrassed ourselves 
to threaten to strike,” said Hubert 
Keller, president of the Producers’ 
Association, “but why should we 
let our own children starve be- 
cause we are forced to give charity 
to the community?” 

Savannah is due for a tempo- 
rary milk shortage as it is. Leroy 
Hendrix, director of the milk shed 
here, said importation from other 
states was stopped when the milk 
strike loomed. Distributors now 
have ordered the imports re- 
sumed, but it will take a day or 
two to start the milk rolling 
again. Savannah imports 60. per 
cent of its milk. Hendrix said 
the distributors pay 50 to 51 cents 
a gallon for imported milk, which 
has a lower butter fat content than 
local milk, and pay 40 cents for 
locally produced milk, under OPA 
regulations. By mixing the milk 
they are able to get an average 
of 46 cents wholesale cost. When 
the local producers threatened a 
strike the distributors saw they 
could not profitably deal with the 
imported milk.

By RAF Record 
Bomb Ton Blow 


LONDON, Sunday, Jan. 16.—(#) 
The RAF shattered industrial 
Brunswick in central Germany 
Friday night with 2,000 long tons 
of bombs dropped in 23 minutes, 
and last night returned to the con- 
tinent to keep its offensive rolling 
with attacks on northern France. 

Coastal observers saw search- 
lights operating in the Calais area 
and heard rumbles across the 
Channel early this morning after 
ithe planes went over. 

The Brunswick raid, aided by 
Mosquito feints on Berlin and 
Madgeburg set a record bomb con- 
centration of 87 tons per munute.

The big bombers battled 
through skies aglow with Nazi 
fighters’ flares and rocket shelis 
to hammer the city—one of five 
prime targets of the massive 
American raids on Tuesday—pro- 
ducing Messerschmitts, artillery, 
motorcycles, tractors, and railway 
equipment. 

The successful Mosquito feints 
so scrambled enemy fighter de- 
fenses that they could not con- 
centrate on the Brunswick raid- 
ers until their lethal loads were 
gone and the city lay flaming 
with smoke columns reaching four 
miles high.

Soviet Reply to Polish Overtures 
May. Ease Boundary Dispute 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—(4)—A So- 
viet reply to Polish overtures to- 
ward negotiations for a complete 
settlement of differences between 
Poland and Russia is expected 
within a short time because the 
speed with which the Red Army 
continued to push westward lends 
urgency to the question of Rus- 
sian-Polisn reiations. 

Affirmative answers appeared 
to hinge on whether Moscow 
would agree to deal with the ex- 
iled government it has previously 
criticized. 

The first step, if the Soviet re. 
ply is favorable, would be to es- 
tubiish dip:omatic relaticns so the 
underground could co-ordinate its 
act‘vities with the Red Army in 
the Polish campaign against Ger- 
many. 

Then it would be possible to 


place the boundary disputes be- 
fore the European advisory coun- 
cil which could call on a Polish 
representative to sit with U, S. 
Ambassador John G. Winant, U. 
S. S. R. Ambassador Fyodor Gu- 
sev and British Delegate to the 
Council William Strang. 

If the council were not used 
as a mediation board, Moscow 
might ask for discussions there, 
calling in the American and Brit- 
ish ambassadors and a Polish rep- 
resentative. 

The fixing of Poland’s frontiers 
—subject of controversy for cen- 
turies—is not likely to be done 
quickly under any form of nego- 
tiation. 

British press and official quar- 
ters hailed the Polish proposal as 
easing slightly a still-difficult sit- 
uation. 


Newsprint Shortage Puzzling 
As German Papers Keep Going 


LISBON, Jan. 15.—(4)—Dis- 
patches concerning newsprint 
shortages in the United States 
have provoked puzzlement here as 
to how the Germans still manage 
to publish so many newspapers on 
the continent of Europe. 

All apparently are getting a 
fairly good quality of newsprint. 

Dailies from bomb-shattered 
Berlin arrive in Lisbon looking 
much the same as they did in 
1939—Voelkischer Becbachter six 
pages, Boersen-Zeitung eight, Der 
Angriff six, the latter with its cus- 
tomary two-color front page and 
numerous newsphotos. 

More remarkable, however, is 
the number of newspapers ap- 
pearing at widespread points in 
occupied and satellite countries— 
even in such places as Minsk, 
close to the Russian front. 


LOOK WAR-WEARY 


However, this applies mostly to 
German-language papers. Bucha- 
rest dailies published in Theru- 
manian language look war-weary 
on shabby stock. In Paris, the 
once prosperous Paris Soir lately 
has been reduced to a single sheet 
of tabloid size with the printing 
scarcely legible. 

The Pariser Zeitung, however, 
which is printed in German with 
supplemental pages in French, 
appears in eight full size pages. 

An Indication the Nazis have 
begun throttling the book publish- 
ing industry in order to maintain 
a paper supply for propaganda pe- 
riodicals and newspapers is seen 
in the textbook shortage in schools 
and unversities. 

STUDENT TEXTBOOKS 

The German press this week 
published . regulations aiming to- 
ward an equitable distribution of 
available scientific, technical and 
medical textbooks among students 
who need them. 

Such a shortage of vitally need- 
ed books contrasting with the 
abundance of propaganda publica- 
tions suggests the Nazis will main- 
tain a front of important news- 
papers and periodicals as long as 
any paper, ink and printing plants 
remain, 

Those whose memories go back 
to the first World War may recall 


that some of the most luxurious 
issues of certain German maga- 
zines appeared in October, 1918, 
creating an impression in the 
mind of the casual reader else- 
where in Europe that Germany 
still was at the peak of produc- 
tion. A few weeks later, however, 
came the armistice. 
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Treated Bovine Plasma 


Successfully Given Man 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—(4)—Treat- 
ed blood from heifers and bulls as 
a substitute for human plasma in 
transfusion has been tried success- 
fully in 26 cases, the British Medi- 
cal Journal reported today. 

A report by Dr. F. Ronald Ed- 
wards, assistant professor of sur- 
gery at the University of Liver- 
pool, said, “bovine serum can be 
safe for man by destroying the 
antibodies by heating to 72 de- 
grees Centigrade while rendering 
}the proteins uncoaculable with 
the addition of 0.2 per cent forma- 
lin and ammonia.” 

Blood: banks throughout Britain 
hitherto have provided a good sup- 
ply, but the use of plasma is in- 
creasing rapidly and estimated fu- 
ture needs has prompted the 
search for a substitute.

Poultry Feed 
Prices Upheld 


Producers of eghicken feed in 
Georgia are shipping as large 
quantities as at any comparable 
period in their history, according 
to Howard Martin, secretary of the 
Georgia Feed Association, here. 

Commenting on reports many 
broiler raisers were going out of 
business because of the “squeeze” 
between OPA regulated prices ob- 
tained for their product and the 
likewise OPA regulated feed cost, 
Martin said the hatcheries and 
broiler growers were meeting with 
some difficulties. However, he 
added, most stocks being liquidat- 
ed were owned by individuals who 
had gone into chicken raising as 
a sideline last year and found they 
had taken on more of a job than 
they could handle. 

The increase of -cost to chicken 
raisers is caused by the rise in the 
cost of corn and other materials 
going into feed, Martin said, and 
feed manufacturers are forced to 
pass this increase on to the chick- 
en growers. The markup permit- 
ted feed manufacturers is regulat-

On Mechanics of Tokens 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 


15.—(#)—Introduction of ration tokens 


throughout the country February 27 will bring a number of changes 
in the present method of paying the ration cost of processed foods, 
meats and fats. The Office of Price Administration has prepared 
the following information to give consumers a better understanding 


of how the new system will work. 

Q. Will OPA give each consum- 
er a certain number of tokens 
when this new program begins, 
Just as everybody was given a 
supply of ration stamps? 

A. No. The only tokens you will 
get are those your retailer gives 
you in change, beginning Febru- 
ary 27. 

©. Why will I 
ehange’ 

A. You will need change when 
tokens go into use because each 
red and each blue stamp in your 
ration book will be worth 10 
points. It will not longer be so 
easy to give your dealer an exact 
number of points as it was when

you had eight, five, two and one- 
point stamps to use. 
MORE POINTS? 

Q. If each stamp will be worth 
10 points, will I have more points 
to spend than I do now? 

A. No. You will have almost 
exactly the same number of points 


that you have now. You will sim- 
ply use fewer stamps during any 
one ration period. That’s one ad- 
vantage of the new plan, since 
handling fewer stamps will cut 
down the work of your retailer 
and will make your ration book 
last longer. 

Q@. When each stamp is worth 
10 points, how will OPA adjust 
the rationing program so as to 
give me the same number of 
points a month that I have now? 

A. At present, three sets of proc- 
essed food stamps, a total of 12 
stamps, are worth 48 points. Un- 
der the token system, five blue 
stamps, worth 10 points each, will 
have a total. value of 50 points. 
This small difference of two 
poihts can be adjusted by a slight 
change in the point value of proc- 
essed foods. 

MEAT STAMPS 

Q. Will meat stamps be handled 
the same way? 

A. Yes. At present each con- 
sumer gets 16 meat points a week, 
or 32 points every two weeks. Un- 
der the token system, three red 
stamps, worth 10 points each, will 
give him 30 points to use during 
the first two weeks of token ra- 
tioning. <As in processed food 
rationing, the small difference of 
two points will be adjusted in the 
point value of items rationed un- 
der the meat order. 

Q. What will consumers do with 
their tokens? 

A. They will use them very 
much as they now use pennies. A 
consumer who buys items worth 
23 blue points, for example, will 
give his retailer two blue stamps 
(a total of 20 points) and three 
blue tokens (each worth one

Q. Is there any difference be- 
tween the meat and the processed 
foods tokens? 

A. The only difference in the 
two kinds of tokens is in their 
color. The colors match the 
stamps with which they will be 
used: Blue stamps and blue tokens 
for processed foods; red stamps 
and red tokens for meats and fats. 

Q. If I have no blue tokens, 
may I use red ones to pay for 
processed foods? 

A. No you will use two kinds of 
tokens just as you have always 


used two kinds of point stamps— 
one set for processed foods, the 
other for meats. 

Q. Will I turn in my ration 
tokens at the end of each ration 
period? 

A. No. Tokens have no expira- 
tion date.

DETROIT, Jan. 15.—(4)—The 
Ford-operated Willow Run bomb- 
er plant currently is producing 
“several hundred” four-engined 
B-24 bomber planes a month and 
is nearing its projected peak, a 
company announcement said to- 
day.

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Hamilton made his charge in a 
speech prepared for delivery over 
the CBS, network in answer to a 
nation-wide address made over the 
Same network a week ago tonight 
by Governor William H. Wills, of 
Vermont. Governor Wills in his 
address assailed Hamilton affd 
other GOP leaders as part of a 
“locust cloud” seeking to “blight” 
the Republican party’s chances of 
victory this November by prevent- 
ing Willkie’s nomination. 

“In pleading for Mr. Willkie,” 
Hamilton declared tonight, “Gov- 
ernor Wills undertook to paint a 
fanciful picture of his candidate 
as the popular choice for the pres- 
idency of rank and file Republi- 
cans, and as the only man. ‘certain 
to beat’ Mr. Roosevelt.” 

Actually, said Hamilton, the 
reverse is true. He cited several 
recent polls all showing Willkie 
trailing in popular choice for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Willkie’s managers have 
brought undue pressure upon par- 
ty leaders in every section of the 
country to pledge themselves to 
his cause before anyone else had 
a chance to be heard,” said Hamil- 
ton of the 1940 Republican candi- 
date’s 1944 campaign directors. 
“They have sought to attach the 
stigma of ‘reactionary’ upon any- 
one who favors fair consideration 
of all possibilities. By false claims 
they have sought to stampede men 
and women contrary to their own 
judgment.” 

Hamilton cited the findings of 
a newspaper poll this week taken 
among members of the Republican 
national committee. Of those par- 
ticipating, he said, 21 gave as their 
choice for the GOP presidential 
nomination Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey, of New York, and an 
equal number named Willkie. Six 
other Republicans received ' 16 
votes, Hamilton pointed out, 
while 23 expressed themselves of 
an open: mind. Thus, said Ham- 
ilton, “Mr. Willkie received ap- 
proximately only one vote out of 
four.” : 

The former Republican national 
chairman then referred to a poll 
of Republican members of con- 
gress undertaken by Representa- 
tive Leo Allen, of Illinois, last 
summer, which showed Willkie 
was the presidential choice of only 
13 congressmen out of 174 ques- 
tioned. Recently, said Hamilton, 
Representative Allen took a sec- 
ond poll and only six out of 168 
congressman named Willkie. Also, 
Hamilton declared, Willkie has 
not led any of the five Gallup 
polls published to date. In the last 
one. published December 18, Will- 
kie garnered 25 per cent of the 
total votes.

Madame Perkins Sees Decline 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(#)— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins ex- 
pressed the opinion today that 
wartime employment has reached 
its peak and said the coming 
months may bring a progressive 
decline in the total number of 
workers engaged in manufactur- 
ing. She withheld direct comment 
on the proposed civilian worker 
draft. 

Miss Perkins emphasized -at a 
press conference, however, that 
over-all employment may continue 
at high levels due to expansion 
of, construction, now at a season- 
al low, and other nonmanufactur- 
ing activities. Manpower will con- 
tinue to be a problem, she added, 
because of: needs of the armed 
forces and the necessity for shift- 
ing workers from one type of 
employment to another. 

Miss Perkins‘ comments were in 
connection with release of the La- 
bor Department’s monthly statis- 
tics on employment. These show- 
ed a 100,000 drop in employment 
in manufacturing in December, 
compared with November, al- 
though total employment in non- 
agricultural establishments — 38,- 


335,000—was 43,000 more than in 
Ne omber 

The net increase was largely ac- 
counted tor by a 250,000 seasonal 
increase in employment in trade, 
reflecting principally additional 
employment by mercantile estab- 
lishments during the Christmas 
shopping season. 

In discussing national service

“As I closed in from 7 
o’clock I opened up and must have 
hit one in the gas tank, for as I 
passed over him he blew up, 
throwing my ship up on the tail 
of his mate. I hit the second FW- 
190 in the engine and he burst 
into flame, rolling over on his 
back.” 

For 20 minutes the crews of an 
entire formation of Flying Fort- 
resses watched in amazement “the 
greatest exhibition of guts and 
skill” they ever witnessed in an 
aerial battle when the unknown 
airman plowed into the enemy. 

“Single handed against those 
‘terrific odds he covered our for- 
mation all by himself,” said Ma- 
jor Allison Brooks, of Pasadena, 
Cal., leader of the formation the 
lone fighter was covering. 

“He was over us, across the 
formation, and around it.” 

“The sight of him out. there 
alone, surrounded by all those 
Germans and trading punches 
right and left was something I 
will never forget,” was the trib- 
ute paid the hero by Major Ed- 
win Brown, of Oakland, Cal.

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The Voice of Methodism 


One of the most significant movements in the history of the 
Christian church in America is under way this month, as Meth- 
odist ministers all over the country meet in a series of inspira- 
tional meetings. In every state these meetings are being held. 
In Georgia two of the meetings will be held this week. 

The first will be in Atlanta, on Tuesday, when Negro Methodist 
ministers will gather, with Bishop Lorenzo King presiding. 

On Wednesday the white ministers will meet at Macon, with 
Bishop Arthur Moore presiding. 

Objective of the meetings is to acquaint all Methodists with 
the details of the “Crusade for a New World Order,” launched by 
the Council of Bishops of the Methodist church at a meeting held 
in Washington in February, 1943. 

Believing that neither a lasting peace nor a better world society 
can be effected, when this war is over, without the direct co-opera- 
tion and influence of religion, the Methodists are seeking to 
inspire all their people to do whatever they can to influence those 
who will be responsible for the writing of the peace and the 
shaping of the postwar world. There can be no proper world 
peace, they contend, unless it is based upon the principles of 
justice and brotherhood enunciated by the church, irrespective of 
sect or denomination. 

The movement is in no sense a political one. The Methodists 
do not support any candidate or party. All they are interested 
in is that the new world order, when it emerges from the fog of 
war, shall be in consonance with the ideals of religious truth. 

It is deeply significant that, although they name no individuals, 
the Methodist bishops emphatically oppose that theory known as 
isolationism, stating that Christianity calls for participation and 
any nation which refuses to play a Christian part for Christian 
end in international affairs thereby brands itself as unchristian. 

The Methodist Crusade favors international collaboration 
because it is Christian participation, because it is the “bearing of 
one another’s burdens” in the international sphere. 

Its third affirmation is for a larger and more energetic 
missionary policy on the part of the church, because that is the 
first duty of the church, because without the missionary spirit 
the church cannot itself be Christian. 

No more important movement for the establishment of an 
international brotherhood of nations, for the end of selfish, blind 
isolationism, has been undertaken than this by the Methodists 
of the United States 

Now, if other denominations will likewise see the light and 
become active in the great cause of lasting world peace, there is 
very real hope the day of new world opportunity will follow when 
the blood-tinged clouds of war at last are rolled away. * 


Employment Aid for Veterans 


DeKalb and Putnam this week joined a growing number of 
Georgia counties who are taking seriously their obligation to re- 
turning servicemen. 

In Eatonton a re-employment committee for discharged vet- 
erans has been set up, with headquarters in the offices of the 
jocal draft board, to help returning servicemen get suitable work 
without delay. 

In Decatur, tomorrow, representatives from DeKalk’s three 
draft boards will meet to complete plans for such a re-employment 
service. 

These are not isolated instances. The same thing is happening 
in counties all over Georgia. They are being set up, these re- 
employment offices, usually in connection with the draft boards, 
this being a logical association. 

Such a shouldering of their responsibilities to veterans on the 
part of the state’s various counties would seem to presage a min- 
imum of confusion and unemployment problems in postwar 


Georgia.

Ill-Becoming 

Despite the fact that the nation’s railroad men have won an 
apparent victory as regards their wage demands, few will contend 
that public opinion was shifted one whit in favor of their cause 
by publication in LABOR, official weekly newspaper of 15 operat- 
ing and non-operating brotherhoods, of a tirade against the 
President of the United States. 

There is room in this country for a vast difference of opinion 
on the chief executive’s proposal of national service legislation. 
But certainly it ill becomes any group, much less one which has 
profited so much from the administration’s liberal labor policy, 
to castigate the nation’s commander-in-chief merely because, in 
all sincerity, he has recommended a step he deems essential to 
the early and successful culmination of the war. 

We are reminded, in this connection, of the irresponsible man- 
ner in which THE AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST, official monthly 
' magazine of the American Federation of Labor, sought to bally- 
hoo its ill-chosen rebuttal to General George C. Marshall’s denun- 
ciation of the threatened railroad strike as “the damndest crime 

ever committed against America.” 
'  Unpardonable, to our way of thinking, was the intimated slur 
on Chief of Staff Marshall in a press release issued by the maga- 
zine pointing but that its alleged refutation of the Marshall state- 
ment came from “General MacArthur—a Fighting General.” 


The attempted rebuttal—a MacArthur statement “Labor never | 


has failed the Army or the nation. May God bless you all for 
your splendid patriotism’—was made, it developed, nearly two 
years ago. Right after the war began, that was, way back yonder 
when winning the war was more important than winning pay 
raises.

Editor, Constitution: I have 
read with a great deal of interest 
the article by Mr. Guy H. Wells 
on “Priso Reform.” I appreciate 
so much what he has to say about 
prison reforms coming as a result 
of the changed attitude and phi- 
losophy of our people. 

We hear so much about juvenile 
delinquency now and I am sure 
reforms must come about also by 
the changed attitude of the gen- 
eral public toward little unfortu- 
nate children, who through no 
fault of their own, are wandering 
about, victims of broken homes 
and the public is likely to think 
of dhem as “bad” and in need of 
being taken in custody and placed 
in “reform schools.” We do not 
look behind the scenes enough, we 
take the other person’s word for 
too much and those of us in close 
contact with the lives of these 
children owe it to them to inform 
the public.of their plight and to 
try to change their indifferent at- 
titudes toward these precious chil- 
dren who would live normal and 
good lives if only they had oppor- 
tunities to do so. We expect as 
much out of these neglected chil- 
dren as we do from those who 
have comfortable homes and the 
best environments. Just as Mr. 
Wells has found that the prisoners 
are responsive to kindness, to en- 
couragement and capable of deep 
feelings of appreciation for what 
is done for them, so will the pub- 
lic find that same thing in these 
sweet children if only it will take 
the time to stop and talk with 
some of them, encourage them a 
little, take them on a little hike 
with them and learn the heart of 
the little ragged, dirty boy or girl; 
how often they will find instead 
of a little fellow seeking to steal 
and do other misdeeds, a fine and 
manly little fellow who is being 
pushed about and not wanted 
anywhere, and who, if he had a 
“big brother” interested in his 
plight would make the grade well. 
It is all in how one views delin- 
quency, and what one calls delin- 
quency. Look behind the curtains, 
into some of the sordid homes and 
then see if you could do any bet- 
ter than these helpless, hungry 
and wandering little fellows whom 
we call delinquents! We think too 
much in terms of punishment, 
“spare the rod and spoil the child,” 
instead of more of “of such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” Cruelty has 
done such terrible things to little 
children and yet we still have 
those who advocate it for these 
misunderstood children. They are 
no different from any other child 
—they have not had opportunities 
and others have.

Draft Labor? 


Editor, Constitution: Proposals 
to draft labor are class legislation. 
No matter how well-intentioned, 
such a law would do irreparable 
harm. It is the Fascist method 
which admits an _ irreconcilable 
difference between capital and la- 
bor, whether expressed by indus- 
try or a government agency. 

The cause for such a blunder- 
ing suggestion is the attempt to 
fit a square peg into a round hole, 
that is, trying to make wages of 
labor per hour, the square peg, 
fit the round hole of the Little 
Steel formula, which is defunct by 
the failure to stop inflation, by the 
failure to put a ceiling on profits 
while putting a ceiling on wages. 

Labor does feel it has received 
the short end of the deal—but la- 
bor would be willing, even eager, 
to take all the profits out of war 
and work for just the necessities 
of life as their kin are doing on 
the battlefronts, provided that dur- 
ing the war there would be a mor- 
atorium on profits for everyone. 

This would mean no profits for 
fighting on the battlefronts or on 
the production front to defend 
one’s country, no debts to saddle 
future generations, no reason for 
war except in self-defense, and no 
more fortunes to be made from 
the destruction and maiming of 
human beings. 

To those who want to draft la- 


bor we say make it equitable by 
drafting all the resources of our 
country with profits for none or 
stop playing with lighted matches, 
The solution is to stop inflation 
and to provide stiff jail sentences 
for those leading any strike, 
whether capital or labor, during 


war time.

Recollections of One 


Who Died ‘Pro Patria’ 


HAVANA, Cuba.—(By Mail)—I guess every- 
one has had the experience of having witnessed 
some unimportant incident which remained fresh 
in one’s mind long after more important things’ 
have dimmed on the screen. 

I never come here but that I recall a suicide in the park down 
near the American embassy. This was in 1933 when this beautiful 
and rich island republic was starving and afraid under the rule of 
Gerardo Machado, the first of the great and cruel dictators. 


They called him “The Butcher,” and not without reason. 


The revolution was just beginning to show itself in those days. 
Suicides of protest were not unusual. They killed plenty and slid 
them down the old Spanish trail, or chute, which drops from Morro 
Castle to the harbor, where the big sharks that feed on garbage 
are to be found. The fishermen used to find pieces of human 
bodies in them and once they even identified a missing man be- 
cause his hands and cuff links were found in a shark’s stomach, 


Well, this particular day I had an engagement to see Mr. Sumner 
Welles, who was our ambassador to Cuba in those days. I was 
walking along by the park, thinking of how hot it was (it being 
August), when there was the sound of a pistol going off in the 
park. A mounted copper spurred his horse across the street and 
into the park, I followed as well as I could on two feet. 

When I got there a dozen or so more persons arrived with me. 
We all looked down at a young man, a very dead young man, with 
the top of his head blown off and his bgains spattered over his 
hair. He had put on a newly-cleaned linen suit. He had on his 
best shirt and shoes. He had even torn a red flower off a bush 
and put it in his lapel before he put the pistol in his mouth and 
pulled the trigger. 

In his hand, or rather lying on the ground by his relaxed left 
hand, was a note, On it was written two words: “Pro Patria.” He 
had been a university student. 


BUT, WAS HE? I recall that night talking with some people 

and they all agreed he was a fool. We all 
said that What he did had helped not a bit. He had just blown off 
the top of his silly head and that was all. 

A day later I talked with another man and he said I was wrong. 
He said that nothing ever happened that wasn’t the result of cumu- 
lative action, 

“You will never know,” he said, “how much this boy’s death 
weighed in the balance that soon will tip over this butcher. But 
it is there. He and all the others that have died by their own hand 
or by the hand of the butcher—all are in our side of the scales, 
I will wager that if Machado hears of this at all he will feel very 
uncomfortable. The weight of this dead boy is added to the weight 
on his mind.” 

Well, I don’t know. It was not many days later that the dam 
broke, so to speak. Machado fled. The people, starved and filled 
with hate, rioted. They dug up the dead bodies of Machado’s 
henchmen, who had died or been killed during the revolution, and 
dragged them in the streets. They pillaged and looted and were 
very, very ugly and strong to see. 

I recall thinking to myself, seeing them, that maybe the fanati- 
cal heat of the dead boy’s mind was in their minds, After all, maybe 
it was his straw, added dramatically even if alone, by the snatching 
of a red flower for the lapel before the shattering explosion, that 
broke the camel’s back of acceptance and sent the people raging 
in revolt. 

If you have never seen a revolution—even a small one—I can 
tell you it is difficult to understand what one looks like and what 
emotions it stirs. 


STAYS IN YOUR MIND Well, I remember that suicide, of 


more than ten years ago, much 
more clearly than I do an interview with Machado himself. I recall 
the feel of the heat,»the smell of the harbor blowing in on one of 
the slow trade winds; the hot smell of the pavement; the sight of 
the boy and his blood. As a newspaperman, and an old police 
reporter, I have seen a lot of suicides, but none of them do I recall 
as well as this one of the foolish boy of 18 who blew out his brains 
and left only a foolish note in the loosened fingers of a dead hand 
on which was written just two words, “Pro Patfia.”’ 

Cuba always will have a struggle, because her economy is so 
closely tied in with ours. Our sugar people want to protect their 
own sugar. But Cuba is, in a sense, blood of our blood. We fought 
and died for her and, even though we have not always been what 
Cuba considered the best of neighbors, we did, after all, come clean 
and make her a nation. And in our own awkward way we are for 
her and with her. 

The spirit of liberty burns bright here. A lot of her young men 
and women, and her old ones, too, believe in “Pro Patria.”

Realism Is Necessary 


As Well as Idealism 


One of the puzzles of wartime is that of proper 
understanding of the viewpoint of the honest 
conscientious objector. Or, even, of young theo- 
logical students who have escaped the draft in 

order to finish their courses at whatever theological seminary they 
attend. 

Without disaparagement of their honesty, without imputing to 
them any physical cowardice, it is impossible to avoid the thought 
of wonder as to why these fine, physical specimens of young man- 
hood are not in their country’s uniform. Especially when so many 
other young men, whom we know to be equally fine characters, are 


daily dying on the world battlefronts. 

It is easy to feel an automatic scorn of the “conchy” who, no | 
matter how sincere his beliefs, nevertheless is in physical safety | 
in some work camp instead of exposed to the dangers of enemy- 
inflicted death. But there must be some good and understandable 
reason behind these nonfighting youth who are nonfighting for 
conscience sake. 

One day this week I think I found the answer. It was in a story 
sent through the mail from the department of public relations of 
the Methodist Board of Education. The article was about the young 
men and women who went into the armed services directly from 
the campus of one or another of the 128 colleges and universities 
of the Methodist church. 

Some of the letters written. by these former students are cited, 
by excerpt, in the article. And there was one quotation from one 
young Methodist soldier which, it seemed to me, contained the clue 
to the error in thinking which even the sincere conscientious ob- 
jectors make. 

This soldier correspondent was, evidently, torn between loyalty 
to his ideals and acceptance of the stern realism which surrounded 
him on a combat front. He wrote: 

“It will take realism to win this war but idealism is a force 
behind our present efforts and in winning the peace idealism will 
be needed more than ever.” 


UNBALANCED THINKING The trouble with the conchy is 


at he is unbalanced in his 
thinking, so that he places all weight upon idealism and ignores the 
importance of realism. He does not realize that both are dependent 
each upon the other. That without realism there would be nothing 
on which to base idealism and without idealism there would be 
nothing worth while for which realism could strive. 


I think, too, the conchy puts too much importance upon sur- 
roundings and circumstance. He is apt to adopt the view that a 
man cannot be as good a Christian on the battlefield as he can 
be at home, or in the pulpit. Whereas, of course, the surrroundings 
or circumstances have nothing to do with a man’s character. He 
can be, often is, a truer and better Christian in barracks or foxhole 
than he ever was in the calm safety of civilian life. 


Christ, the great idealist, was a realist, too. It must be remem- 
bered He drove the money changers from the temple with scourges. 
That was, undeniably, the action of a complete realist. When He 
died for the sins of all the world, He became the idealist. 

But He maintained, in all His teachings, a proper balance be- 
tween the two methods of thought and action. Only an hour or 
two after He had listed the Beatitudes He fed the multitude,

When the enemy uses treachery and brutality and every dis- 
honor in effort to impose upon us his own foul heathen philosophy 
of life, whether it be Japanese Shintoism or the revived paganism 
of a Nazism that divides its worship between the ridiculous Hitler 
and the blood-stained Wotan, it is necessary that we who believe 
in mercy and brotherhood must meet force with force and drive 
back the armies of evil men. 

Nevertheless, even as we fight these foes, we need lose not one 
iota of our Christian idealism. In fact, that idealism should be a 
finer and a better faith when it at last emerges from the purifying , 
furnace of war for honor’s sake. 

No, conchies'may be, often are, sincere, but even so they are? 
the victims of their false reasoning about life and faith and duty. 
They have set up for themselves an ideal which cannot stand, an 
ideal which is warped and false, because it attempts to ignore some- 
thing which will not be ignored, the realism of circumstanca

Text and Pretext 


As we approach January 19, 
1944, my thoughts go back to Jan- 
uary 19, 1924, Because that was a 
high day in the history of the 
south. Our souls had been stirred 
to the depths with holy emotions. 
Memorial linked with the most 
sacred associations were vivid in 
the visions of our spirits and vi- 
brant with voices long silent on 
earth, Righteous impulses clamor- 
ed for expression, and the loftiest 
ideals challenged us to achieve- 
ment. 

We did a daring thing that day, 
by which as a people we must 
be tested today. With the incom- 
parable genius of Gutzon Bor- 
glum, high above the grime and 
smoke of earth—high above the 
passions and prejudice of men— 
we cared on the granite face of 


Stone mountain the strength and 
beauty of the face of Robert Ed- 
ward Lee. It is well for us to look 
back over the two decades which 
have passed, and seek for the sig- 
nificance of that which we did. 
We wrote our creed. We drilled 
into stone our declaration of faith 
—we believe in the Robert Ed- 
ward Lee kind of life. We said to 
our children, and our children’s 
children, Lee is the south’s ideal 
of manhood, 


Meaning of Lee 

Now we need to question our- 
selves with rude sincerity. Was 
that act merely a fine artistic ges- 
ture? We must not, we cannot 
forget that before many years had 
passed we allowed that face to be 
erased from the mountain, Did 
we choose too high an ideal? Were 
we ashamed to have Lee looking 
down upon the lowland life of 
our people? Was Lee on Stone 
mountain a signal of the soul of 
the south? That he is the su- 
preme sentiment of the south, and 
that he is acclaimed by every 
heart throb of our people, our 
greatest hero, may be readily 
granted. But is Lee the ideal of 
the southern people? I mean in 
that deepest sense, in which a 
personality not only claims the ad- 
miration, but dominates the ambi- 
tion, and points the pathway of a 
people? What does Robert Ed- 
ward Lee mean to us today? 

That he was one of two or three 
greatest soldiers of all time, is 
easily proven by the testimony of 
the foremost military tactics of the 
world. Stonewall Jackson testi- 
fies: “He is the only man I ever 
knew whom I would follow blind- 
folded.” Lord Wolsley describes 
him as the personality and the 
greatest general with whom he 
had ever conversed. Colonel Hen- 
derson, the great British military 
student, links the names of Han- 
nibal and Napoleon with Lee, and 
calls it “the trinity of the world’s 
greatest captains.” But shall we 
be satisfied to honor Lee as the 
great, or even the greatest, sol- 
dier? Shall we worship him to- 
gether with the Hannibals and 
Napoleons of history? 

I confess that I can never read 
the battle story of this incompara- 
ble master of war, but that my 
blood runs faster, and my whole 
being is thrilled with a passion of 
admiration for his matchless mili- 
tary genius. But are we not now 
facing the day when civilization 
must proclaim, that merely to be 
the greatest soldier, is not to be 
the greatest man? Can a great 
soldier be great in peace? Yes. 
We are about to be faced with 
the crucial test, can nations which 
have been great in war, be great 
in peace? 


Appomattox 

There was a time when I could 
not bear to read the story of Ap- | 
pomattox. Lee seemed to be the 
most pathetic figure in history. 
But with the passing years a clear- 
er perspective, and a deeper un- 
derstanding of the significance of 
events, Lee rises taller in the 
hour of military defeat, as the 
man triumphs over the soldier. It 
is not nearly so much Lee at the 
triumphant armies, 


see, as Lee when he turns old 
Traveler’s head from Appomattox. 
I want them to see him as he 
rides past the alluring offers of 
wealth, ease, and honors, on to 
the little rock-ribbed village of 
Lexington, where stood the shat- 
tered and despoiled college, which 
bore the name of Washington. I 
would have them hear him saying 
to every tempting offer of safety 
and luxury: “I have a self-im- 
posed duty to perform. As I have 
led the young men of the south 
in battle, so must I now lead them 
in the paths of peace.” 

No. Lee does not need the face 
on the rock, but we do. As we 
move in the valleys below within 
the radiys of the vision of our 
eyes and the reach of our hands, 
weighing and measuring, we need 
the upward look to that face, We 
need the call of his spirit, not 
that we may leave the tasks of 
our hands nor the errands of our 
feet, but that we may learn to 
translate the principles of Lee into 
those tasks, and permeate the 
commercial relations of men with

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 15.— 
As the 1944 campaign progresses, 
more attention will be focussed 
on the vote of women than at 
any time in recent history. 

Surveys show that in the 1942 
congressional elections women ac- 
tually cast more votes than men 
for the first time since woman's 
suffrage. This year, if the total 
number of ballots cast by service- 
men in the presidential election is 
small, the women will again out- 
number the men at the polls. 

All evidence to date shows that 
the political sentiments of women 
have closely paralleled those of 
the men in recent months, except 
that women voters are a little 
more inclined to lean toward Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the New Deal 
than the men are. Women voters 
also take a somewhat different at- 
titude toward various Republican 
candidates, being more in favor 
Douglas MacArthur 
than the men are, and slightly less 
in favor of Wendell Willkie. Gov- 
ernor Thomas E. Dewey, of New 
York has about the same follow- 
ing among women as among the 
men. 

Because of the growing impor- 
tance of the women’s vote, the 
Institute has made a special anal- 
ysis of their attitudes toward par- 
ties and candidates as revealed in 
nation-wide surveys. 


Women voters were asked, first, |

the presidential election in 1944. | 


Their vote compares with the men 
in the civilian population as fol- 
lows:

eration of a workable plan where. 
by players, now in the armed) 
service, or previously engaged in | 
minor leagues that discontinued | 
for the duration, can be funneled 
back into organized baseball with- 
out undue confusion. 

Many players in minor leagues 
that disbanded were taken over 
by the major league clubs to pro- 
tect to some extent their prop 
erty rights in farm teams. They 
were reserved by the major 
leaguers on the theory that with 
the end of the war they would! 
be turned back to the clubs em- 
ploying them. 

Landis may decide to declare 
all such players and even others 
“free agents,” but 
bers of the committee take 
view that the players, if under 
reserve to some club, will find 
it easier to relocate in baseball 
than if they were forced to shift 
for themselves because of the free 
agency status.

Pilot Who ‘Stopped’ ’43 
Series Is Hero of Raid 


A FLYING FORTRESS BASE IN ENGLAND, Jan. 15.—(INS)—§ 
Lieutenant Jack W. Watson, who scared the daylights out of 60,000 
baseball fans at New York’s Yankee stadium last autumn, has emerged 


'as one of the heroes of Te big American air assault against 


| Germany. 
| Watson, who hails from Indian- 
apolis, Ind., brought his battered 
Flying Fortress “Meathound” 
home from the mission on two 
engines all alone—the rest of the 
crew had bailed out—and set it 
down in an emergency landing at 
a fighter field. 

The young bomber pilot’s out- 
standing airmanship brought him 
almost immediate “forgiveness” 
from New York’s Mayor F. H. 
La Guardia when hizzoner heard 
‘about it. 

Watson flew a Fortress over the 


during one of the 1943 World Se- 
ries games. The thousands in the 
stands as well as the players on 
the field were thunderstruck and 
the game was disrupted for sév- 
eral minutes. La Guardia, furious 
at what he termed the pilot’s dis- 
regard for safety rules, was one 
of the witnesses and he immedi- 
ately demanded an Army investi- 
gation which, however, never de 
veloped. 

Right after the news reached 
New York the mayor made known 
his wrath had cooled. “Send him 
my congratulations and tell him 
I forgive him,” was the mayor's 
smiling response when told of 
Watson’s feat. 

Watson said the “Meathound’s” 
troubles began just before the tar- 
get was reached.

So while bashful Lizzie Mae 
struts her stuff in the ring at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, she’s not only 
helping to put on the greatest 
show in the world and gather new 
laurels for her already dazzling 
crown, she’s pulling in the dollars 
to help train her Uncle Rover and 
Aunt Gussie who signed up for the 
K9 Corps.

Papa, will not be on hand, as pre- 
viously planned, to join in the fes- 
tivities but with travel what it is 
and bulldog puppies the same, 
“Willie” will not be joining us.

Losses Sliced 
Considerably 
By USGA in *43

NEW YORK, Jan. 15—())}— 
Golf play during 1943 was only 28 
per cent below that of pre-Pearl 
Harbor 1941 despite the shortages 
of equipment, caddies and travel- 
ing facilities, the executive com<- 
— of the USGA reported to- 

ay. 

The report, highlight of the as- 
sociation’s fiftieth annual meeting 
in the Waldorf-Astoria, revealed 
that membership dropped from 
758 clubs a year ago to 703 but 
that 27 other clubs joined the pub- 
lic links division. 

The almost-static conditions en- 
abled the association to cut its 
losses to $6,951.43 for the year 
after suffering a setback of $17,- 
816.32 in 1942 when national tour- 
naments were dropped for the 
first time because of the war. 
There still is a surplus of $65,- 
065.56, however. 

Four hundred and eighty-three 
reporting clubs raised $174,408 
during 1943 for war charities with 
club tourneys and sold $8,548,920 
in War Bonds. Bob Hope and 
Bing Crosby, golfing-radio artists, 
were given special recognition for 
their help in the latter venture, 

Individually, the clubs also aid- 
éd the war effort. The Plum Hol- 
low Club of Detroit donated $36,- 
000 to the Red Cross after being 
host to the PGA Ryder Cup-Chal- 
lenge matches; a nine“hole course 
was built for the Valley Forge 
Veterans’ hospital with funds 
raised by Philadelphia golfers and 
9,24lefree rounds were played on 
the Long Beach (Cal.) Recreation 
Park course by enlisted men. 

The latter organization also 
raised $1,020 to purchase golf 
— for a near-by naval hos- 
pital.

' couldn't understand why anything she does is worth writing, 


about. “Why,” she exclainmied, “I’m only doing what any mother 
with boys in the service SHOULD do.” 

The very day after Pearl Harbor, Mrs. Wright presented herself 
at Red Cross headquarters to volunteer as a nurses’ aide. Her 
training completed, she worked like a veritable trojan at the Fort 
McPherson hospital. But by the following January she decided that 
she wasn't doing enough, so she took a three-month course in aircraft 
training and since then has been listed as a machinist at the Bell 


bomber plant. She still manages 
to work as a nurses’ aide at 
Fort Mac—on Sundays. 

When she received word lasi 
October 9 that one of her sons, 
Lieutenant John K. Carter, pilot 
of a Flying Fortress, was missing 
in action, the entire nurses’ aide 
corps felt personal concern. And 
when word came in November 
that he was safe—although a 


prisoner of war in Germany— 
they were almost as happy and 
relieved as Mrs. Wright! 


During the weeks since that 
first stunning message she has 
been constantly amazed and de- 
lighted by the.kindness and in- 
terest of the public at large. One 
of the members of her snn’s 
squadron wrote that the last 


time he saw John’s plane it was | 
badly hit, but under control. 
And another wrote that when he 
last saw the plane it was headed 
toward neutral territory. 

She received dozens of tele- 


grams and letters from persons 
all over the United States tell- 
ing her that they had heard his 
name read out in listings on the 
Berlin radio as having landed, 
along with five others, and that 
he was lucky to be alive. 


On December 14 card ar- 
rived from John, and on. Janu- 
ary 1 she received two letters, 
both short. But evidently he had 
carefully thought aut what he 
wanted to say, for they were 
most informative. 

He wrote that he wag shot 
down near Denmark, “and in 
case you were told I was in- 
jured, it was only a fractured 
ankle. Had X-rays, good medical 
care and am practically well.” 
He also revealed that “we are 


living off Red Cross packages of 
food. The Germans supply us 


with bread, potatoes, porridge, 
butter and jam.” 

Mrs. Wright's other son in 
the service is Staff Sergeant 
Charlies T. Carter, an aero en- 
gineer, who is stationed at Las 
Vegas, Nev.

WARNER ROBINS (Formerly 
Wellston,) Ga., Jan. 15.—Every 
afternoon, when the weather was 


warm, Boss Watson pulled a split- | 


bottomed chair out from under 
the chinaberry tree beside the 
store and played a game or two 
of setback with his cronies. When | 
he got tired of playing setback he | 
might, if he felt like it, drop down 
on Hoss creek and catch himself | 
a mess of perch. 
Most of the time he just dozed | 
in the sun, though, a wrinkled, | 
brown old man who remembered 
well the days when Wellston was 
a thriving little cross-roads, be- 
fore the railroad moved the sta-| 
tion down to Bon Aire, before the| 
church up and moved off to Bon | 
Aire. and the Wellston school con- 
solidated and went to Bon Aire, 
six miles on down the dirt road.

CITY OF 15,000 

Today, three years later, Boss 
Watson is mayor of a thriving lit- 
tle city of 15,000 people, housed in | 
more than 3,000 neat homes spread | 
out over a thousand acres of land | 
and lying just across the road 
from a $30,000,000 maintenance 
and supply depot of the Air Serv- 
ice Command. 

He is “boss,” in fact as well as | 
in name, of a population drawn | 
from 48 states, in a town complete 
with garden clubs, Boy Scout | 
Troops, Legion posts, Parent-) 
Teacher associations, a Junior | 
Chamber of Commerce, and, s0) 
help us, a Little Theater group 
that puts on plays. 

The bustling, booming, modern 
town of Warner Robins, with its 
electric lights and its indoor} 
plumbing and its picture shows | 
and super-market and its barber | 
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remember now whether it was C. 
L. Bowden, the mayor, or Lee 
Trimble, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, or Calder Clay, the chair- 
man of the county commission— 
let him in on the secret. of what 
it was all about. 

“Boss,” they said, “the air forces 
are about to build a big depot 
somewhere south of Atlanta. The 
Atlanta boys are trying to put it 
at Ellenwood. But we want it 
to come down here. You. know 
these people and you know what 
this land is worth. You get op- 
tions on this land for us. Bibb 
county and the city of Macon want 
to buy this land and give it to 
the Army.” 

So Boss got options on the land, 
more than 3,000 acres, and the 
Macon folks bought it with $100.- 
000 they raised by increasing ad 
valorem taxes and business li- 
censes. They said to the Army. 
“Here it is,” and the Army said, 
“Thanks,” and took it and started 
building. 

A “REMOTE AREA” 

But Wellston, which later was 
to become Warner Robins, was 
what the War Departmént called 
a “remote area.” They knew that 
all the people they had to work 
couldn’t live in Wellston, or in 
Macon either, and live healthily 
and get to work on time.: So the 
only thing to do was to build a 
town. 

They built a nice one while they 
were at it. 

The Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration did part of it. They 
put up, or are completing, apart- 
ment homes to house 6,000 people, 
at rentals from $24 to $35 a month, 
furnished, or $20.50 to $27 unfur- 
nished. They built business cen: 
ters, including a post office, a huge 
super market and such service in- 
stitutions as barber shops and 
beauty parlors and laundry pick- 
up stations, operated under lease 
to private concerns. 

Private contractors put up 500 
neat 4 to 5-room houses, renting 
from $42.50 to $49.50, all rents, 
of * course, being controlled by 
FPHA on the basis that a man 
shouldn’t pay more than one- 
fourth his income for rent. 

The Corps of Engineers erected 
dormitories for single men and 
women, to rent at $10 a month for 
a private room to $8 a month for 
two or more in a room, The 
FPHA set up a trailer camp of 
309 GI trailers, and fixed up space

B. (Boss) Watson just dozed in the sun before the little 
hamlet of Wellston, Ga., before it was taken over by the 
Army and changed its name to Warner Robins. Today, 
as mayor of the city of 15,000, he takes great pride in the 
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for 200 private trailers. More than 
150 individuals built homes here 
and there in the city. 

A lot of things were done here 
that were done only rarely, if 
ever, elsewhere, The USO here 
for instance, serves more civilians 
than it does military personnel. 
The Post Exchange, which made 
its money off the civilian workers, 
put its profits back into civilian 
utilities—a swimming pool and a 
bowling alley. 

DOCTORS ON CALL 

The “field” as the civilians here 
speak of the depot, made its hos- 
pital facilities available to the ci- 
vilian workers at a small charge, 
and military doctors, along with 
civilian medicos, are on call at 
nominal fees. 

The city’s water is pumped from 
the post’s deep artesian wells, 
where there used to be a pond, 
complete with ducks, and is paid 
for in the rentals, as are the 
electric lights, which are a joint 
enterprise of REA and the power 
company. 

Civilian guards”on the payroll 
of the War Department patrol the 
city as well as the post, along 
with the one officer that the city 
jointly with Houston county fur- 
nishes. 

Day nurseries where workin 
mothers may keep their childre 
have been set up, with wives of 
young officers in charge, and a 
beautiful new school building for 
elementary and high school grades 
has been built, to bring back from 
Bon Aire the youngsters who 
have had to go down there to 
school. 

When all these things were set 
up and functioning at least in out- 
line, with George Stewart and 
Emory Patton and Mrs. Ilah W. 
Morton, the housing people, get- 
ting everybody settled down in 
their new homes and learning the 
few simple rules of living under 
FPHA, the government began 
loosening up on the strings and 
turning the town over to the peo- 


ple, 

With Brigadier General Charles 
E. Thomas Jr., commander of War- 
ner Robins Air Service Command, 
encouraging the new-born metro- 
polis to stand up on its own Civic 
feet, the city was incorporated at 
the last session of the legislature. 

Boss Watson, the mayor, and the 
five “field” employes who are his 
councilmen, are now ready to func- 
tion, to levy and collect taxes, to 
improve streets, to pass ordi- 
nances, to do anything they see 
fit to do in the way of running 
their own affairs. 

COURT IS BUSY 

Already the mayor’s court is 
busy. In fact,,.the town’s only rev- 
enue so far, awaiting the first ‘tax 
harvest next fall is, from Mayor 
Watson's fines on such individuals 
as one who paid $10 for being 
“drunk and exciting soldiers by 
telling them he loved the Japs.” 

Already there is an air of per- 
manence about Warner’ Robins. 
The great air depot here may cur- 
tail its activities somewhat, but 
it was planned before Pear! Har- 
bor. and it will be here much as 
it is today after the war is over. 

Even if there is a sharp cutback 
after the war, those who have 
come here from throughout the 

untry are determined they will 
Hot leave without a struggle. They 
will sell some big industry on 
coming here to set up a plant and 
absorb the unemployed. It is a 
bit of civic enterprise they learn- 
ed from Macon, their big neighbor 
up the line. 

Busy as Boss Watson is, and as 
much as he sometimes misses the 
good old days of set-back under 
the chinaberry tree, he does not 
want to see his booming little met- 
tropolis revert to a ghost town. 

“Nossir,” he says, “It is. here 
now, and I am mighty well sat 
But back at first, with all 


planes pulling up grade right over 
my house, I'll tell you the truth, 
it just made me scringe.”

Field” amendment by Senator 
Clark, Democrat, Missouri, the

Led by Majority Leader Bark- 
ley, Kentucky, opponents charged 
the “hobby-loss” amendment, 
which still is subject to house ac- 
tion, would place an unfair tax on 
individuals who entered businesses 
in which losses must be absorbed 
in the early years in order to lay 
the foundation for later profits. 


$20,000 LIMIT 


As it was approved by the sen- 
ate, the amendment would limit to 
$20,000 the amount of loss which 
would be deducted in one year for 
an enterprise, if there had been 
no profit for five years. Thus if 
the actual loss in 1944 was $50,- 
000, only $20,000 could be charged 
off in balancing against other in- 
come. 

Barkley told his colleagues that 
the amendment not only would 


affect such men as racing stable 


owners, but “everybody.” 

Clark said he had voted for the 
amendment in committee “in the 
belief that it would curb some of 
his (Field’s) activities,” adding 
the charge that the Chicagoan had 
started unprofitable newspapers 
to reduce his tax liabilities. (Field 
publishes PM in New York and 
the Chicago Sun.) 

Previously, the senate had 
knocked down an effort by Sena- 
tor Butler, Republican, Nebraska, 
to lower the point at which excess 
profits taxes are assessed against 
smaller corporations, but adopted 
a revised scale affecting larger 
firms. 

Under this scale, corporations 
using the invested capital method 
of computing their liabilities 
would be permitted to earn up to 
8 per cent on not exceeding $5.- 
000,000 in capital. Between ‘$5.- 
000,000 and $10,000,000, the credit 
would be $400,000,000 plus 6 per 
cent on the excess over $5,000,000. 
Above $10,000,000 capital, the 
credit before excess profits taxes 
were instituted would be $700,000 
plus 5 per cent on the excess over 
$10,000,000.

I threw it out the window,” the 
brown-eyed hero calmly related 
yesterday. 


“We got three of their planes, 
but our own was pretty badly shot 
away so the pilot gave orders to 
bail out. But when they found 
out that my parachute was gone, 
the entire crew agreed to stay 
with the plane and try to get as 
far as a neutral country. 

“There was a range of moun- 
tains between us and the neutral 
country about 7,000 feet high. We 
couldn’t get the plane to climb 
more than 5,000 feet, but somehow 
we got over, or through those 
mountains, and saw the neutral 
country’s airport. Here we were 
attacked by another German Mes- 
serschmidt and both our plane and 
his crashed.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan. 15.—

cret of Bette Davis’ success is in 
her hair.

“Maggie” is Margaret Donovan, 
head of the Warner Bros. hair- 
dressing department and long-time 
friend of Bette. 

“We talk about the picture and 
about the character I am to play,” 
says Miss Davis. “We wonder out 
loud how she would wear her hair. 
Then we start in, pulling my hair 
this way and that way, parting 
it here and there, chattering all 
the time. 


“We work at it until we have 
an effect, a hair-dress that we 
both think would be the sort of 
hairdo that this particular woman 
would be apt-to-wear. Then we 
put it up that way and have it 
photographed to show the pro- 
ducer and the director and who- 
ever else has to pass on it.” 

In all but a few of her pictures 
Bette has worn her own hair. 
Once, as Carlota, in “Juarez,” she 
wore a black wig, and again, when 
playing Queen Elizabeth in “The 
Private Lives of Elizabeth and Es- 
sex,” she had a red one. But 
those, she explains, were neces- 
sary for the historical roles she 
played. In most pictures she can 
be herself—and use her own hair.

Have you a ‘‘fried-chicken day” that you 
like to remember? Or a “first night"?

EN months after our marriage, my 

wife and I had become the proud 

possessors of $2,000, with which we 
bought a half-acre of land on Long Island 
Sound. Mortgaging the ground, we erected 
a five-room shack, and, within another 
six months, had paid off the mortgage. 
Then I took an afternoon off to go fishing 
with a neighbor, and walked home through 
brightly-colored autumn woods. Pileas- 
antly cold, tired and hungry, I trudged 
up the path toward the lighted windows 
of our little house, and through one of 
them saw my wife standing over the stove. 
her red-checked apron only a trifle redder 
than her cheeks. She was singing softly, 
the kitchen table was spread with a gay 
cloth, and approaching the partly-open 
door, I sniffed the rich fragrance of frying 
chicken. For a full minute, I stood stock 
still, suddenly overwhelmed by the reali- 
zation that I had everything any reason- 
able man needs or can expect — health, 
work, wife and home. 


Tuar was thirty-five years ago, but it 
remains the happiest day of my life. The 
recollection had a rebirth not long ago in 
Boston. I had been talking with Dr. Hu 
Shih, then Chinese Ambdssador to the 
United States. When we parted, I ex- 
pressed regret that our chat had lasted 
only fifteen minutes. “What you will re- 
member of it,” the scholar said, “could 
have been put into a tenth of that time. 
All we ever recall are the high-spots. You 
have had something more than twenty 
thousand days; which were the eight or 
ten happiest? Those are the only ones you 
will remember at the end.” 

Alone in my hotel room, trying to list 
my eight or ten happiest days, it seemed 
to me interesting that the “fried-chicken 
day” should come first to my mind. 

Like most of us, I have had many great 
moments or days — days of delightful 
experience or days of achievement. The 
best of these latter, I think, came in my 
boyhood. I had written some lyrics to a 
popular tune, and sent them anony- 
mously to the end-man of a minstrel 
show in a dime museum in Salt Lake City, 
where I then lived. From then on I haunt- 
ed the place, until one night, as I was 
climbing the stairs, I heard the comedian 
singing my song — and winning an encore. 
Truly, after that the first night of my first 
play, a decade later, proved emotionally 


Curiously, perhape, no first-night suc- 
cess stands out in my memory as one of my 


all-time happiest days. But, even today, 
I still thrill when I think back to the 
time I completed the “Lord’s Prayer” 
scene in “The Fool.” And I wonder if 
most of us don get more real happiness 
out of personally believing a job well done 
— whether we work with a pencil, or a 
hammer, or a hoe — than in any success 
that job may bring us. 


Bu: it is the commonplace things, I 
suspect, the things given to most of us, 
that provide the high spots in life. Surely, 
when you and I are “at the end”’ we shall 
think of days of courtship; of the evening 
we asked her to marry us; of the day the 
baby was born; of the night she nearly 
died — and of the following dawn when 
the doctor told us, “She’s passed the crisis; 
she’s going to be all right now,” and left 
us holding hands and with a glow in our 
hearts. We shall remember friendships, 
too, and their high spots, and so many 
ill-assorted, unimportant joys — like that 
picnic in the woods, or that moonlight 
sail, or drying dishes in the kitchen that 
first night in our new home. 

Almost everyone, I suppose, has had 
great moments with books and plays and 
music and painting, or the wonders 
wrought by Nature and Man. I shall 
always remember my first glimpse of the 
Taj Mahal and of our own Grand Canyon. 
And the evenings I saw Maude Adams 
in “Peter Pan,” and John Barrymore in 
“‘Justice”’ and the lovely Hazelton-Benrimo 
play, “The Yellow Jacket.” Great thrills 
of this kind require some greatness within 
ourselves, but luckily, most of us have 
that, too. 


Hlaremess of any enduring kind, I 
think, must spring from soil within our- 
selves. It is the cheapest thing in the world, 
and if it be of the right kind, the most 
precious. No one need go to India for his 
Taj Mahal, or even to Arizona for his 
Grand Canyon; you can find the same joy 
in looking at a sunset, or a crimson forest. 
Almost everybody has had his “‘fried- 
chicken day” and his “first night” in 
London. I’m not speaking only of play- 
wrights or poets, or painters. The happiest 
creative artist I ever saw, perhaps, was 
the mason who constructed the faced- 
stone fireplace in my study. Scraping the 
last dab of mortar, he stood an instant in 
contemplation of his work, and then, 
flinging his trowel on the floor, exulted, 
“That’s the most beautiful fireplace in 
the whole world, and I built it!”’

T WAS after midnight. In a dingy street of black ware- 
houses, the drivers of two big cross-country trailer trucks 
were ready to roll. Packed in the fat bodies of the two 

trailers was $100,000 worth of choice wine and liquor. 

The truck drivers took last pulls at their cigarettes and 
drew on their gloves. but before they could press the starters 
five hoodlums sprang out of the shadows. They dragged the 
drivers to the ground and bound them, stuffed their mouths 
with wads of cotton gauze and plastered their lips shut with 
adhesive tape. Then, leaving their victims to die slowly of 
suffocation, they seized the 
liquor trucks.

I am not going to enter into the argument between those 
who say the United States should be wet or dry. I do not in- 
tend to join in the discussion about liquor taxes or how much 
alcohol should be used for war production and how much for 
beverages. These are controversial subjects and do not come 
within my jurisdiction.

Most tragic of 
all, several innocent persons 
have recently died hideous 
deaths as a result of drinking

were the consequences of the gang terrorism of a generation 
ago, a recurrence of such conditions would be far more in- 
jurious to our country in wartime. 

Widespread bootlegging would endanger the health of 
thousands of fighting men and war workers. To cope with 
racketeers, we would be forced to draw policemen directly 
from the ranks of the armed services. Precious sugar, grain, 
copper, rubber, gasoline and other strategic materials would 
be squandered in the manufacture of illicit booze. Worst of 
all, a resurgence of criminal lawlessness here at home would 
betray the very ideals we are fighting for on foreign fronts.

Not long ago, in Massa- 
chusetts, mobsters seized 
trucks containing 650 cases 
of rum and whisky right in 
the terminal where they were 
parked. In Chicago, 636 cases 
of aged liquor were snatched 
in broad daylight by three 
highjackers who posed as li- 
cense inspectors. In Balti- 
more, 510 cases of whisky 
were stolen recently; in New 
York, 750 cases. 

These are merely a few of 
many highjacking incidents 
which have been reported to the FBI in the past few weeks. 

Furthermore, bribery and coercion are beginning to 
appear again, just as they did in the old days, as refine- 
ments on the highjacking technique. 

Thus far the highjacking gangs have been comparatively 
small, since no more than eight or 10 men are required for the 
efficient operation of this kind of thievery, but if the present 
trend is not curbed we may expect to see the rise of large syn- 
dicates and, inevitably, bloody warfare between rival mobs. 
The “‘pineapple’”’ will blossom again and innocent bystanders 
will be mowed down by machine guns.

Ever since 
repeal there has been a steady decline in this form of crime, 
but during recent months there has been a rise in illicit dis- 
tilling in several states—another significant straw in the wind. 
Only a few weeks ago, officers of the Alcoholic Tax Unit of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, co-operating with state 
authorities, raided a large still in New Jersey which would 
have done credit to the henchmen of Owney Madden or . 
Dutch Schultz. It was protected by every kind of device from 
barbed-wire barriers to an electric alarm system. 


Bathtub Booze Is Back 


One smaller stills are cropping up in all kinds of places. 
Raiders recently closed in on a complete little booze factory 
in the bathroom of a Bronx, New York, apartment house; 
another was found grinding out whisky near a lonely cemetery 
in Atlanta, Ga.; a third was discovered in operation in the 
belfry of a quite innocent-looking church at Bradenton, Fia. 

Criminals are doing a lucrative business peddling the fiery 
“red eye” and “white mule”’ produced in such places at from 
$4 to $5 a quart, especially around military training centers. 
Some of them have been detected selling to soldiers on trains. 

For the most part, however, our new crop of hoodlums is 
still depending upon legally distilled liquor as its basic stock 
in trade — liquor obtained through highjacking operations or 
purchased in large lots from unscrupulous licensed dealers. 

Just the other day, I heard of a man who visited a neigh- 
borhood liquor store and inquired about Scotch whisky. The 
dealer said he didn’t have a drop he could sell for less thar 
$5.50, which was more than the ceiling price. The customer 
refused to pay that price and added, casually, that he recently 
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drivers were waylaid only recently by wartime highjackers. FBI men freed them, captured the gang 


had been given a bottle of fine Scotch. At this the dealer 
pricked up his ears, and offered to buy the bottle for $8. He 
was no doubt operating in cahoots with bootleggers and, for 
that reason, was more interested in buying good liquor for 
cutting purposes than in selling it. 

On another occasion, a licensed dealer in a large city was 
approached by a smooth-tongued agent of a bootlegging 
syndicate who offered him $25,000 for the $10,000 stock of 
whisky he had on hand. As an added inducement, the foxy 
racketeer offered ta pay cash so that the dealer could avoid 
paying taxes on his profit if he wished to do so. 

Being an honest man, the dealer refused the offer, but had 
the bootlegging ring obtained his stock, even at that fancy 
price, you can be sure it still would have realized a handsome 
profit on the deal by cutting, rebottling and relabeling the 
licensed goods. 

Here is still another sign of the ominous criminal trend — 
a marked increase during the past few months in the counter- 
feiting of whisky labels and revenue stamps. Oldtimers who 
had been out of these rackets for years are back again, toiling 
in back rooms, cellars and attics. One of them, arrested re- 
cently, was 66 years old. 


Leok Out For Fake Labels! 


Onur hoodlums in certain cities are commissioning small 
boys to collect empty whisky bottles, which are then filled 
with illicit liquor and passed off to the customer as the genu- 
ine, aged-in-the-wood article. 

Just before last Thankegiving, Federal agents pounced on 
a gang in New York City which was making a big business 
out of this racket. Fifty suspects were arrested and 36 outlets 
raided. They included butcher shops, grocery stores, delica- 
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NEW YORK. U. S. agents raid a “‘cutting”’ plant 
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tessens, newsstands and at least one fashionable bar. This was 
probably the largest single raid which has been made in the 
retail bootlegging field since repeal. 

The reputed. “brains” of the gang was an elderly man who 
had been arrested on a similar charge during prohibition, and 
headquarters of the organization was located in premises 
which had been raided as a mobsters’ lair during that era. 
Underworld history repeated itself with a vengeance here. 
And it is showing the same tendency throughout the 48 states. 

Yes, and if racketeering once again gains a firm foothold 
it will not confine itself to liquor bootlegging any more than 
it did in the 20’s and 30’s. Already highjacking mobs are 
seizing other commodities: shoes, cotton fabrics, rayon 
hosiery, rugs, gasoline ration coupons and other good 
on which they can realize a quick profit. , 

Wholesale extortion rings may come next — rings which 
would force small businessmen to pay for protection under 
threat of torture or death. To date there has been no great 
amount of blood-letting, but violence of every kind is certain 
to become widespread if the present menacing trend is not 
nipped. 

Here’s What You Can Do 


Wereie dis we do to hilp chuck this danger? 

There are several things which every responsible citizen 
can do to help avert the national catastrophe which a return 
of gangsterism would mean to us all: 

1 — Wake up to the facts. Crime thrives on public apathy. 
By simply realizing, and helping your neighbor to realize, 
the serious nature of the problem which faces us you can go 
far toward combating it. 

2 — Don’t buy liquor from a bootlegger or in the black 
market. If you do you may be risking death or blindness, and 
you will be directly encouraging racketeers. 

3 — Report any law violations you witness to the proper 
authorities. If you have prejudices against so-called “tat- 
tling,”” remember that organized criminals threaten your 
freedom and security in the same way as Japs or Nazis. You 
wouldn’t hesitate to “tattle” on one of them. 

4— Support law-enforcement agencies, whether federal, 
state or local, by helping to see to it that they receive sufficient 
funds to maintain experienced men at least in the key posi- 
tions. The nation’s police need all the help you can give them. 

§ —- Combat juvenile delinquency. It is from the youngsters 
now growing up that the underworld will snare most of its 
recruits. Make sure that your children receive the training 
and opportunities which will mould them into decent law- 
respecting citizens. 

These five points should be taken to heart by every patr+ 
otic American. Our fighting men are dying on many distant 
fronts to make the postwar world a better world. We will have 
failed them if they have to return to a gang-infested nation.

BLUE-RIBBON KITCHEN 


From a noted French 
cooking school, now 
in the U.S... . these 
fine wartime recipes

tone Lucas came from London to 
America with a world-famous cooking 
school packed into her trunk. From the 
lid of her Pandora box of surprises spilled the 
copper saucepans, the hair sieves, the wire 
sieves, the French earthenware casseroles, a 
fine collection of knives — and a great sheaf 
of recipes, the classical dishes of the Continent. 

Dione found a kitchen overlooking a garden 
and next door to a skyscraper. Her copper 
saucepans were hung, her announcement was 
made: The Petit Cordon Bleu, a flowering 
branch of L’Ecole du Cordon Bleu of Paris, 
had been transplanted to a rock-ribbed canyon 
in New York. 

It was a dozen years ago that the young 
Dione and her friend Rosemary Hume 
went to Paris to study cooking at that 
famous institution, started in 1880 for 
women only by Mademoiselle Marthe 
Distel. The school was named for the blue 
ribbon on which members of the Order du 
Saint Esprit had worn the cross of their 
knighthood. Such lavish hosts were the mem- 

bers of this order that “Cordon Bleu”’ became 
the designation for any cook who has made an 
art of his trade. 

Diplomas in their pockets, ambitious ideas 
in their heads, Dione and Rosemary returned 
to London to set up a duplicate school. Women 
flocked by dozens to their kitchen door. 


An Outstanding Success 


Wronn of its outstanding success crossed the 
Channel to the ears of Cordon Bleu’s co- 
director, M. Henri Pelloprat. That great chef 
in a moment of inspiration and shrewd insight 
authorized the young cooks the singular right 
to award the French diploma, the highest given 
in European cookery, to their pupils worthy 
of the honor. 

Today, Dione’s little school in New York 
City is the only active Cordon Bleu in the 
world. The Paris institution is closed — who 
knows for how long? The London school, since 
the war, functions only as a restaurant. But 
here the tradition of the Paris school lives on; 
a new chapter is being added to our culinary 
history. 

“But expensive dishes now?”’ Mistress Dione 
read the question in our eyes. “Great cooking,” 
she said, “can be done with everyday foods. 
Take a fat hen, for instance, and treat it with 
care, treat it with wine, treat it with herbs, 
and in one hour, two hours, you have a great 
dish, steaming a rich incense.”

Golden testimony to the truth of her words 
is her 
Casserole of Chicken 


1 4-pound fow! 6 mushrooms 

2 tablespoons mar- 1 teaspoon tomato 
garin or chicken fat paste 

2 tablespoons sherry 2 teaspoons potato 

1 cup small white flour 
onions, cut in 44- 
inch cubes 

4 cup carrots, cut in 
4%-inch cubes 

2 slices bacon, 1 tablespoon butter or 
shredded chicken fat 


“Not a young chicken, but never mind,” 
said Dione, wiping the dressed fowl with a 
damp cloth, then trussing as for the roasting 
pan. “Blanch the old bird and who will know 
she isn’t a pullet?’”’ Do it this way: Place the 
trussed fowl in a kettle, cover with cold water, 
bring to a boil. Drain, then dry well with a 
cloth. Melt two tablespoons of margarin or 
chicken fat in a heavy roasting pan, place 
chicken in breast down; brown on all sides. 
Ignite the sherry and pour over the bird. 

Remove chicken and add to the sauce in the 
pan the small white onions and the carrot 
pieces. When the vegetables begin to 
glaze, drop in the bacon. Next the mush- 
rooms, each one cut neatly in fourths. 
Cover pan and cook three minutes. Add 
tomato paste and biend in the potato 
flour. Wheat flour (2 tablespoonsful) may 
be used instead, but the gravy will lack 
the transparent appearance which is a part 
of the beauty of the dish. It will lack in flavor 
too. Pour in one and a half cups of stock (water 
will do), and stir until the mixture comes to a 
boil. Add salt and pepper to taste and return 
the chicken to the pan, adding the bay leaf. 
Cover and cook slowly for one and a half hours 
or until the leg meat shrinks from the joint. 
Carve the chicken into serving-size pieces and 
arrange in casserole. Scatter the vegetables 
over the top. Boil down pan gravy to the con- 
sistency of cream and pour it over the chicken. 
Sauté the liver in one tablespoon of butter for 
two to three minutes, shred and sprinkle over 
dish as a butter-sweet garnish.

The 
auctioneer agreed 
to accept Bonds 
and Stamps for 
his five per cent 
commission. 

With a little 
newspaper and 
radio publicity, 
400 people were 
attracted. The 
bidding was as 
spirited as a town-hall meeting. 

A farmer paid $35 for a weight- 
reducing machine — he wanted the 
motor in it. A Boy Scout paid $3.50 
for a pair of sheep horns supposedly 
from President Theodore Roose- 
velt’s collection of hunting trophies. 
Old shoes went for $2 a pair — no 
coupons necessary. 

As the auctioneer rapped out

each sale, he merely gave the owner 
a receipt. This was exchanged for 
Stamps or Bonds at a booth set up 
by the postmaster.

AM a great reader of detec- 
tive fiction.
